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TENNIS CLUB PLANS 
TO GET COURTS 


AGAIN THIS YEAR FIRST CLASS SHAPE 


The farmers of Alberta are con- 
fronted with another grasshopper out- 
break for the coming season. While 
the numbers will be greatly ‘reduced 
from what they were in 1934, control 
measures are going to be necessary 
in s@veral sections of the province. 

Three species of grasshopptrs are 
involved in this year’s outbreak. The 
Jesser migratory or stubble 
Hopper (Melenoplus mexicanus) is 
not as generally abundant as last 
éeason, but is present in all localities. 
The two stripped graszhoper (M Bi- 
vittatus) which is much reduced in 
nuinbers, and is present in only a few 
@istricts. The roadside grasshopper 
(Camnula pellucida) is abundant in 
all the very severely. infested areas. 
and shcas some increase and spread 
over last season. This last specie: 
largely confines its egg-laying to 
roadsides, headlands and over grazed 
pastures. 

The seriousness‘of the outbreak in 
any given place will depend largely 
on the weather during the spring. 
the season should be as dry and warm 
as in 1934, the grasshoppers wil: 
gause considerable troupie and crop 
loss. On the other hand, if there is 

“@ week of cold, wet weather soon 
after the young grazshoppers hatcn 
the danger wil undoubtedly be great- 
ly, lessened. 

No farmer can afford to ignore the 
sgreashoppers this coming season. 
“Bach farmer should be guided b) 
the numbers of grasshoppers ‘which 
were present on his «wn iarm dur 
ing July and August last yea 
Winere the roadside grasshopper wa: 
abundant along roadsides, headland. 
and over grazed pastures, particula 
eare must be maintained to see tha. 
-the young "hoppers haiching fron 
theme egg-beds do not spread int 
nearby fields. 

It is recommended that all land t: 
be cropped, except that summerfai 
lowed in 1934, be shallowly culitvate. 
as acon as possible, particularly tha 
in the areas more severely infected. 
The object of this cultivation is t. 
expose the eggs on the surface 01 
the soil so that they will dry out in 
atead of hatching. The eggs at pres 
ext are buried within one and one 
half inches of the surface, and if the 
cultivators or discs are set so as te 
froxk deeper than this, thiey are likely 
to keep the eggs covered and defeat 
the purpose of the cultivation, Where- 
ever. the mouldboard plough can be 
eed, good control can be obtaine 
by ploughing to a depth of more than 
four inches and then packing the 
soil, For this ploughing to be ef 
fective the furrow slice must be turn- 
ed completely upside down, so that 
the eggs will be well buried under 
pecked soi], Fields that were well 
gummerfallowed in 1934 and the soil 
wee not solid after July Ist are 
not likely to be infested with eggs, 
and_need not be cultivated as a grass- 
hopper contro! this spring. 

Farmers are urged to watch for the 
firet signs of grasshoppers hatching 
this spring. The newly hatched ’hop- 
pers are less than one-quarter inch 
long and must not be confused with 
thode harmless prairie forms which 
spend the winter partially grown and 
wich may be quite active on warm 
days in the winter or early spring. 
hese forms will be found to be over 
one-quarter inch long and many of 
them over one-half inch long. 

The first hatching of the economic 
grasshoppers in 1933 was reported 
eon May 26, while in 1934 eggs be- 
gan to hatch on April 25. The time 
of hatching this spring will depend 
on the weather conditions, but with 
warm dry weather in April ages may 
begin to hatch any time after April 
20th. 

As soon as hatching is underway 
poisoned bait should be secured from 
the local mixing station and spread 
as thinly as possible among the ‘hop- 
pers, A careful and thorough poison- 
ing of those restricted areas where 
grasshoppers are hatching may save 
eonsiderable time and expense later. 
This is particularly true of the con- 
eertrated hatchmg grounds of the 
yoadside grasshopper, where there are 
weually enough eggs laid in less than) 
one mere to supply the grasshoppers

‘URY FIND INDIAN 
CAME TO HIS 
DEATH ACCIDENTLY 


An inquest was held by Coroner G. 
ci. Farquharson into the death dl 
rlenri Courtereille, who was killed by 
a runaway team last week, on the 
Jlackfoot Reserve, near the Indian 
.tospital, The jury which consisted 
of S. E. Dafoe, foreman, R. A. Brown, 
V. H. James, H. E, James R. A. Wil- 
on and Carl Johnson, brought in the 
following verdict: “We th jury, a- 
,ree that Henri Courtereille came 
> his death on Marchi 26th, ai ap- 
sroximately 11,15 a.m., on the Black 
cot Reserve and that his death wa- 
aused ly attempting ty stop a run 
way teum cf horses, We find that 
+> one is to Slame fo, the death oi} 
ilenri Courtereille.”’ 

Several witnesses were called a- 
tong them being Dy. Windsor, G. 
{, Gooderham, W. H. Busby and 
Jharlie Smith, none of whom actually 
iw the accident happen. From the 
vidence of Dr. Windsor it is shiown 
uat she was about the first person 
o realize that there was something 
‘rong. The Doctor’s evidencp is aa 
ollows: “Yesterday morning at about 
jeven o'clock, I was in the hospital] 
nd looking out of the window I saw 
he horses running away, with the hay 
ack, in the pasture across the road 
rom the hospital, and as I did not 
see any boy with them I sent word 
» Busby to go eut and see what was 
-ne matter. In a few minutes he re- 


“turned saying this boy Hiemri had been 


hurt, I went over with Mr. Gooderham 
and found the boy laying in the pas- 
vive, He was laying on his back and 
looked as if he were dying, He had a 
cut on the back of his head, it was 
bleeding and we sent for a stretcher 
took him to the hospital, put him to 
bed and gave him some stimulants, 
At that time he had no pulse and his 
breathing grew steadily worse. He 
died about twenty minutes from tha 
time we brought him in. He had a 
sut on the back ef the head, yaite 
leep and a truse on nis left tem rie 
also a bruise across his back, which 
looked as if he might have been run 
over by a svagon. In my opinion his 
death was caused by a fracture at 
the hase of the skull with hemorrhage 
into the brain. He died without regain- 
ng conscousness.” 

W. H. Busby who found the in- 
jured man stated the team was gentle 
enough but had on two or three oc- 
casions ran away. C. Smith stated 
he ke the team had ran away other 
times. G, H. Gooderham had seen the 
team tunning away th2 diy of the a: 
e:dent, He could tnrey no light on tne 
accident.

Significant Trends 


Whether they believe in them or not, and irrespective of the fact 
whether they are ardent supporters or skeptical critics, people are deeply 
interested in the outcome of the various experiments now being tried 
throughout the world in matters of government, economics and finance. 
Quite apart from the fact whether or not they are convinced that the old 
order has, as some contend, broken down beyond all hope of repair and is 
now definitely and forever passing away, or, on the contrary, still adhere 


to the view that while changes are taking place, mistakes corrected, abuses 
eliminated, and improvements made, the old order is essentially sound and 
will prevail and achieve greater triumphs than ever before, people cannot 
be indifferent to present day events and the influence which such events 
are bound to have upon their lives and the times in which they live. 

But, as has been noted and commented on many times, we are a credu- 
lous people. Of the American people it was said that they thought prohibi- 
tion, termed a noble experiment, would end liquor and the saloon, and later) 
that they thought the repeal of prohibition would end the bootlegger. Now,} 
under the N.R.A., the United States has embarked upon anoher experiment, | 
—the business of making rules for business. Rules have been laid down in, 
nearly 500 codes governing 500 industries; and the problem now is how these | 
rules are to be forced. For it has to be recognized that there are many | 
men in every trade who can be counted on to invent devices, as the boot: | 
legger did, for chronic evasion. 


As a matter of fact, a small army is now employed across the line In| 
the task of ferreting out evasions and seeking to convict violaters of the! 
various N.R.A. codes and thus protect those who are honestly endeavoring 
to carry out the obligations imposed upon them and their businesses under | 
the New Deal. But notwitstanding all these efforts, a well known author- | 
ity makes the statement that it is quite safe to say that in the great ma- 
jority of codes there is no enforcement because any attempt to enforce the 
rules would lead to abandonment of the code. For this reason there is a} 
strong group in Washington which demands that an immense section of the 
rules be abandoned, In fact, the proposal is now seriously advanced that | 
codes be applied only to those businesses which do an inter-State business 
and that they no longer he applied to the smaller concerns whose operations 
are more local and restricted to the State within which the business is located. 
This is a most significant development. 
mentation of business has it limitations. 


Turning to the Canadian picture, it would appear that much the same} 
thought is entertained by people on this side of the line. The recent voting 
throughout the three prairie provinces on the proposal to establish a com- 
pulsory egg and poultry pool is one indication. The scheme was defeated 
in Manitoba by a three to one vote, and in neither Saskatchewan nor Al- 
berta was the required two-thirds majority obtained, and in Saskatchewan | 
less than one-half of those entitled to vote even took the trouble to return | 
their ballots, thus indicating either opposition or indifference which amount- 
ed to opposition in view of the two-thirds vote requirement to carry. 


As a result of this voting, it is announced from Ottawa that the com-| 
pulsory feature will be dropped from all other proposals for the inauagura-| 
tion of schemes under the National Products Marketing Act, and that while 
efforts will be continued to further develop the idea of co-operation in sup-| 
port of prices and marketing methods, the plan of making any of these 
schemes compulsory upon an opposing minority has heen definitely aban- 
doned, This, too, is significant as indicating that the Canadian people are 
not ready to accept either the theories or plans of Communism on the one 
hand or Facsism on the other hand but that they are still firm believers 
in the ideals and methods of a free democracy. 


But, while thus revealing a degree of confidence in the existing order, 
and a belief that necessary reforms can be brought about to correct the 
evils and remove the abuses which haye developed like barnacles upon it, 
there can he little doubt but that the minds of the Canadian people are 
firmly fixed upon achieving those very necessary reforms and to do so with- 
out loss of time. That is to say, the violators of proper, honest busi- 
ness ethics and methods will be brought to book, made to observe and live 
up to honest and fair-dealing methods, or forced out of business altogether. 
There is going to be a New Deal, but it will be invoked and enforced by a 
free democracy.

Some Things ' Worth Finding 


Reward For Many Things Salvaged | 


Scots Guards’ Exhibition 
Many Interesting Things Were On, 
View In London 
One of the most remarkable | 
Christmas trees in history was on 
view in London-—-at the Scots Guards’ 
exhibition, at 839 Grovenor Square, It 
was made by a German soldier and 
presented by him to a Scots Guard 
with whom he exchanged greetings | 
in the No Man's Land between the 
trenches on Christmas Day, 1915. 
There were over 1,000 exhibits, cov-| 
ering the three centuries during 
which the regiment has been in exist- 
ence. Among them are the first four 
Victoria Crosses ever awarded, They 
were won by Scots Guards in the 
Crimean War. Another Crimean relic 
is the stuffed figure of Bob, the regi- | 
mental dog, who won a medal, still, 
hung round his neck, for chasing | 
cannon-balls at the Battle of Inker- 
man. After surviving this engage- 
ment, and the fighting at Balaclava 
and Sebastopol, Bob was killed by a 
butcher's cart in London. The Scots 
Guards seem to have been fond of 
animal mascots. Among the other 
exhibits are two small silver models 
of Bella and Bertha, two cows which 
the regiment found on an abandoned 
farm in November, 1914, and took 
“on the strength.” They accompanied 
the Scots Guards wherever they went 
throughout the war years, and 
marched past the King with the regi- 
ment at Buckingham Palace when at 
last it was all over.
